Titus 2:13 Looking for that blessed hope, and the glorious 
appearing of the great God and our Saviour Jesus Christ;

2) ...universal proportions. Let me read a little from the ceremony: 

Revelation 19:1-9 And after these things I heard a great voice of much people 
in heaven, saying, Alleluia; Salvation, and glory, and honour, and power, unto 
the Lord our God: For true and righteous are his judgments: for he hath judged 
the great whore, which did corrupt the earth with her fornication, and hath 
avenged the blood of his servants at her hand. And again they said. Alleluia. 
And her smoke rose up for ever and ever. And the four and twenty elders and 
the four beasts fell down and worshipped God that sat on the throne, saying, 
Amen; Alleluia. And a voice came out of the throne, saying. Praise our God, all 
ye his servants, and ye that fear him, both small and great. And I heard as it 
were the voice of a great multitude, and as the voice of many waters, and as 
the voice of mighty thunderings, saying, Alleluia: for the Lord God omnipotent 
reigneth.

The 
wonderful thing about Christianity is that the strength of a 
believer is not found in their, vitality and youth. Usually in their 
age, comes greater power with God. 2 Corinthians 4:16 For 
which cause we faint not; but though our outward man perish, 
yet the inward man is renewed day by day. 


3) ...our love for our redeemer the Lord Jesus! Don't tell me you 
love the Lord if you never worship Him!
